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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed June 5, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's argument that there is no apparent disclosure in 
Punako with regards to utilizing a transparent member in combination with the windows 
45 and 46, much less, using such a device on the windows 45 and 46, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees, at least in part, to Applicant's argument. Contrary to Applicant's 
argument, Punako does in fact disclose using a strap 60 over windows 45 and 46 (col. 
3, lines 55-63 and figure 6). It is clear that strap 60 covers windows 45 and 46. While 
the examiner acknowledges that Punako is silent on whether the strap is transparent 
or not, however bundling straps as disclosed by Punako could be transparent or opaque 
as taught by Trethewey (col. 3, lines 57-58). A transparent strap could be used for 
aesthetic reasons or for allowing easy inspection of the bundled cables. 

In view of the above remarks, the examiner maintains that a prima facie case of 
obviousness has been established in the instant application as it relates to claims 1-3 
and 18.
